I kid friends and visitors by telling them that my SLRM is the radio that

Dear BA'ers, 


Believe it or not, but the cost of a custom crystal has hit an all time 
high here in Canada. I was quoted nearly *$60* for a single, garden 
variety, custom ground crystal by Ratelle Communications of Oakville 
Ontario, (formerly Lesmith Crystals). To the best of my knowledge there 
are no other crystal manufacturers in Canada. 


After spending many hours troubleshooting and trying to understand the 
operation of the SCR522 , it seems like a cruel fate to relegate this 
beautiful Boatanchor to the sole duty of dust collection over the cost 
of one crystal. Two other HMCS HAIDA volunteers agreed to split the cost 
just of the crystal so we can have one more Boatanchor assume the role 
of a "blue collar" radio (to quote Hank van Cleef). The intention here 
is to have it receive transmissions from the nearby Toronto Island 
airport. 


At these prices, I'm afraid this will be the last time I can afford to 
make any crystal dependent Boatanchor serve a useful purpose. Putting 
the SCR522 on 144.4 Mhz and trying to establish a local AM presence on 2 
meters is absolutely out of the question. It seems the main problem is 
the cost of crystal cases as explained by Ratelle. Back in 1995, a 
single crystal cost around $28 as received at my doorstep. With each 
passing year, there is less and less demand for custom crystals so the 
per unit price is increasing. Let my experience serve as a xwakeup* call 
for those of you who have been contemplating about "crystallizing" a 
Boatanchor but are deferring it to another day. Do it now, or it will be 
prohibitive in the future. 


Any idea to locate a US crystal manufacturer is not an effective option 
either. We are now in the midst of a currency crisis here in Canada and 
it now costs $Cdn1.50 to buy $US1. Adding the cost of a long distance 
call, S&H and currency conversion would likely make it an import 
costing even more than trying to procure the same locally. At some point 
down the road, custom crystal grinding will only be affordable to 
commercial enterprise.

Just checked the schematic after noting someone's comment that the pilot 
lamp doesn't behave as you would expect one in a series-string filament 
set to do. Mystery solved: the pilot bulb, rated "6-8 Volts, .15 A" is 
located at the low end of the second power supply filter section. A 
voltage divider c/o 36 ohms 1W and 3900 ohms 2 W is connected in the 
minus lead of the output filter cap instead of bringing that lead to B-. 
>From the junction of the divider to B- we find the pampered pilot bulb. 


Think I'll try that in my next AC-DC shipboard all band general 
entertainment radio home brew project.
